“Su ch procedu re prov es nothing ex cept the 
inefficiency of the state’s machinery of ju stice. 
If we hav e not enou gh cou rts and prosecu tors to 
handle the criminal bu siness, by all means let u s 
get more, bu t let u s hav e ju stice promptly and 
ev en-handedly administered.”

FARM IMPROVEMENT PREDICTED 
Some improvement in agriculture is expect­ 
ed for 1928 if farmers avoid extension of produc­ 
tion and continue their efforts to balance pro­ 
duction with demand, according to the annual 
agricultural outlook report prepared by the Bu­ 
reau of Agricultural Economics of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
This report 
presents 
conditions 
for the 
country as a whole and will be supplemented by 
many State and régional reports prepared by the 
agricultural colleges and extension agencies in 
the States to aid farmers in planning their op­ 
erations for the crop year 1928 . 
The following 
recommendations are made from the national 
viewpoint and the conclusions must be modified 
to meet local conditions in many cases, the re­ 
port states. 
The agricultural industry as a whole may 
anticipate a domestic market situation for the 
1928 production at 
least equal to that of the 
present winter with the possibility of some im­ 
provement. 
Foreign demand for the agricultural pro­ 
ducts of 1928 probably will be no better than it 
was for those of 1927. 
The purchasing power of 
foreign consumers seems likely to be no greater 
than during the present season and foreign com­ 
petition is likely to be greater. 
The 
agricultural credit 
situation in most 
sections of the country is somewhat improved 
over that of a year ago. 
The credit supply in 
financial centers continues abundant and rates 
on commercial 
loans and 
investments 
have 
shown further déclina

There are also 
awards for district and state contests. 
With pu pils in these grades display ing 
an 
interest in fire prev ention work, it carries a long 
v /ay into almost ev ery home in the cou nty . 
Su ch qu estions concerning the home, as to 
fire hazards, is a fine point in the contest, as to 
condition of chimney s, cleanliness in the attic 
and basement, fu el storage, ash containers, fire 
ex tingu ishers, smoke pipes and wooden parti­ 
tions, and nu merou s other points that a child 
can make a su rv ey within any home, and write 
an essay to prev ent fire. 
Other qu estions inv olv ing the commu nity , 
su ch as dangerou s shacks, 
abandoned 
hou ses, 
lire traps of all kinds, ru bbish and other things 
in a neighborhood that might cau se a seriou s 
lire, form a part of the contest.

Thirty years ago the fifteenth 
of February next, the battleship 
Maine was blown up in Havana 
Harbor. Spain had ruled Cuba 
with an iron hand and the atro­ 
cities of the infamous General 
Weyler led to a 
protest 
from 
this government to the Spanish 
government, against the barbar­ 
ous treatment of the Cubans in 
reconcentrado 
camps, 
which 
went unheeded. President Mc­ 
Kinley issued an ultimatum to 
Spain, demanding withdrawal of 
all Spanish troops from Cuba 
which 
was ignored 
by 
the 
haughty Don. 
Congress, by joint resolution, 
authorized on April 20 the Pres­ 
ident to intervene in Cuba and 
to use the army and navy, if ne^- 
cessary, and the president issued 
a proclamation blockading the 
ports of Cuba and on the 23rd 
issued a call for 125,000 volun­ 
teers. Congress declared war as 
of the 21st. On the 24th Admiral 
Sampson bombarded 
Mantan­ 
zas: Admiral Cervera left the 
Cape Verd Islands the 29 th for 
Cuba and on the 19 th of May he 
entered the Harbor pf Santiago, 
and was promptly “ bottled” up 
by the American fleet. 
Events followed rapidly. Dewey 
captured Manilla on May 1st, 
and on July 1st, 
Gen. Lawton 
and Kent took El Caney with 
the first division of the Fifth 
army corps, with a loss of 231 
killed and 1364 wounded. This 
includes San Juan 
losses 
the 
same day. On July 
3, Cervara 
came out of 
Santiago harbor 
and in a running fight lost his 
whple fleet. Gen. Foral, who suc­ 
ceeded Weyler, surrendered San- 
tiago, on July 17 and the war 
was about over. Under the presi­ 
dent’s first call for volunteers, 
Indiana’s quota was four regi­ 
ments of militia, viz.

Excise Tax amounts to $42 per 
year. 
We already pay a gasoline tax, 
license fee, and personal prop­ 
erty tax on automobiles. It would 
seem that three taxes are surely 
enough. 
As you probably know 
the 
house has passed the tax 
bill 
with a vote of 366 to 24 and in 
that bill eliminated this 
three 
percent War Excise Tax. 
Unless the 
motoring

takes an interest in this matter 
your senators can only assume 
that you have no particular ob­ 
jection to continuing paying the 
tax and thus allow it to become 
a “ peace” time tax instead of a 
"war” time tax. 
Especially 
is 
this true if your senators are be- 
seiged by others whose interests 
are contrary to yours. 
Assuming that the opposition 
will approach not only the sen­ 
ators but the members of the 
house who have already voted to 
eliminate this tax, it might not

In no y ear 
since 1921 has there been more 
men seeking legal 
sep arations 
th an there were women. In 1927 
there was a close race with 
17 
women and 13 men asking divor­ 
ces. In 1926 there were twice as 
m any women with the ratio be­ 
ing 14-7 . In 1925 - the ratio was 
nearly 3 to 1 with 23 women and 
8 men asking 
sep arations. In 
1924 it went back to the 2 to 1 
basis with 17 women and 8 men 
filing divorce comp laints. In 1923 
it was 3 to 1 again with 13 v;o- 
men and 4 men. It was in 1922 
th a t the women really stenned 
out. There were 21 wTomen filing 
divorce suits and two men. 
Desp ite the fact th a t Rush 
county ’s 
record for 
m arry ing 
them and keep ing them m arried 
is an enviable one, just w hat is 
the reason for m anv divorces. Be 
fore 1919 and Mr. Volstead went 
into 
national 
p rominence, 
drunkenness was p ossiblv the fa ­ 
vorite them e for comp laint. Nov/, 
the records will show, the favor­ 
ite citation is cruel and inhum an 
treatm ent. Just w hat constitutes 
cruel and inhum an 
treatm ent 
judges are forced to decide. 
We know of one allegation in 


which the pla intiff sa icTtha t her 
husband struck her with a death 
dealing weap on. The court was 
p romp tly shocked and had made 
up its mind to p aste a heavy ali­ 
mony on the defendant when it 
was brought out th a t the death 
dealing weap on” was a fly sw at­ 
ter. 
The real trouble seems to 
be 
“tem p eram ental 
incom p atabil- 
ity ” or m is-m atched 
coup les. 
Those who leap ed before they 
looked or fell in

sight and then recovered their 
sight when it was too late.

money down and have a w orth­ 
less husband released from cus­ 
tody so th a t he could either be 
vicious, or drunk en or wife beat­ 
ing again. Nine tim es out of ten 
there is six of one side at fault 
and a half dozen of the other. 


The criticising husband who 
makes his wife do just w hat 
he 
wishes done, who 
finds fault 
w ith every thing th a t she 
likes 
and agrees with every thing th a t 
she is against, is the cause 
of 
m any a divorce action. Criticism 
of one’s p ersonal ap p earances is 
ever cutting and m any a divorce 
action could have been avoided 
had the husband treated his wife 
as he would have treated any 
other business p artner. Courtesy 
has its p art in 
m atrim ony 
as 
well as in society . 


Possibly there would be fewer 
men ap p ly for divorces if there 
were more women judges 
and 
more women 
attorney s. 
You 
can’t imagine a m an going be­ 
fore a woman judge and baring

m arried life. It doesn’t h urt him 
to em barass his wife before men

So Fall River today turned to- 


wards the freakish ruins 
of 


nearly two score buildings, not 
with a sense of defeat but with 
determination to rebuild what 
the great fire had taken away. 


The business district was an 


icy coated desolation. 


The 200 foot chimney of the 


Pocasset Mills stood alone as a 
marker of that great 
milling 


company. Around it was • the 
charred debris of the three struc- 
tures that had housed one of 
Fall River's greatest plants, n 
was here that the fire started. 


Theatres, banks and business 


blocks were to ruins. The city 
hall stood untouched .In- the 
midst of the ruins. 


The flames ate their way al- 


most to the residential section- 
where the frame houses would 
have provided ready timber and 
probably would have imperiled 
entire city of 125,000 population 
—only to be turned back by a 
sadden switch to the wind. 


Today a few emben were stffl

Friday's • Indianapolis Star, under the cap- 


tion above, in speaking of the closing of the 
Tuxedo State Bank, says: ••• • • has brought to 
•ublic attention the fact that indictments re- 
,jrned nearly two years ago against a former 
cashier of the institution and two others are still 
pending in the criminal courts." 
{ 
Then the Star drifts out into deep water 


when they add: The newspaper reader* af this 
state bave net forgotten hew indictments against 
•tale highway officials were dtaaieafd a few 
•aemlfce age because those had been pending 
more tban twa terms of court and had not been 
biWHgfat ta trial. That procedure is no uncom- 
mon experience and is one of the outstanding 
weaknesses that engenders lack of respect far 
law enforcement." 


The ncv/spaper readers of this state have 


not forgotten about the highway indictments, 
and the Star should have elucidated further on 
this subject when they say: 


"An indictment in the Federal courts is no 


laughing matter. A person charged with a 
-crime there does not have his case continued 
from term to term and postponed until the pub- 
lic has lost all interest in the outcome." 


If the newspaper readers of this state have 


not forgotten, they will agree with the Star now, 
and also wonder wiiy the Star did not say 
then, a year or so ago, when the 
charges 


as made in the highway indictments were in 
doubt as to their correctness: 


"If a person is not guilty, or there i* not 


good ground to believe he is guilty, he should 
never be indicted in any court. If he is indicted 
he should be tried promptly, both in justice to 
him and to society — to him if wrongly accused 
and to society if rightly charged with an offense. 
There is no excusable reason for bringing indict- 
ments and permitting them to stand term after 
term. » » • " 


We will say Amer. to their benediction of 


their editorial, and wish to add to the "state's 
machinery" the thought of a super-government 
controlled by a small minority: 


"Such procedure proves nothing except the 


inefficiency of the state's machinery of justice. 
If we have not enough courts and prosecutors to 
handle the criminal business, by all means let us 
get more, but let us have justice promptly and 
even-handedly administered.''

and basement, fuel storage, ash containers, fire 
extinguishers, smoke pipes and wooden parti- 
tions, and numerous other points that a child 
can make a survey within any home, and write 
an essay to prevent fire. 


Other Questions involving the community, 


such as dangerous shacks, abandoned houses, 
fire-tra^s of all kinds, rubbish and other things 
in a neighborhood that' might cause a serious 
lire, form a part of the contest. 


The children in every township should be 


awakened to the importance of being on the 
look out for subject material with which they 
covkf write a winning essay on flre prerention, 
and by doing so, will no doubt do much to keep 
the Iocs down in the county." 


FAEM DDBOVEUXNT FPJBDICTED 


Some improvement in agriculture U expect- 


ed for 19» if farmers avoid extension of produc- 
tion and continue their efforts to balance pro- 
duction with demand, according to the annual 
agricultural outlook report prepared by the Bu 
reau of Agricultural Economics of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 


This report presents conditions for toe 


country as a whole and will be supplemented by 
many State and regional reports prepared by the 
agricultural colleges and extension agencies in 
the States to aid farmers ta planning their op- 
erations for the crop year 1928. The following 
recommendations are made from the national 
viewpoint and the conclusions must be modified 
to meet local conditions in many cases, the re 
port states. 
l 


The agricultural industry as a whole may 


anticipate a domestic market situation for the 
1928 production at least equal to that of the 
present winter with the possibility of some im- 
provement. 


Foreign dTf»?d for the agricultural pro- 


ducts of 1928 probably will be no better than it 
«as for thoae of 1927. The purchasing power of 
foreign consumers seems likely to be no greater 
than during the present season and foreign com- 
petition is likely to be greater. 


The agricultural credit situation in most 


sections of the country is somewhat improved 
over that of a year ago. The credit supply in 
financial centers continues abundant and rates 
on commercial loans and investments 
have 


shown further decline..

REMINISCENCES 


BY JOHN F. JOYCE 


Thirty yean ago the fifteenth 


of February next, the battleship 
Maine was blown up in Havana 
Harbor. Spain had ruled Cuba 
with an iron hand and the atro- 
cities of the Infamous General 
Weyler led to a protest 
from 


this government to the Spanish 
government, against the barbar- 
ous treatment of the Cubans in 
reconcentrado 
camps, 
which 


went unheeded. President Mc- 
Kinley issued an ultimatum to 
Spain, demanding withdrawal of 
all Spanish troops from Cuba 
which 
was ignored 
by 
the 


haughty Don. 


Congress, by Joint resolution, 


authorized on April 30 the Pres- 
ident to intervene in Cuba and 
to use the army and navy, if ne* 
cessary, and the president issued 
a proclamation blockading the 
ports of Cuba and on the XJrd 
issued a call for 125400 volun- 
teers. Congress der-lagd war as 
of the 2lst.
